HOW TO SAVE THE SOUTH FROM 
DESTRUC 


An aimless war was never conducted to 
@ successful issue. A war waged under a. 
shension of its legitimate causes, 
responsibilities and consequences, never 
ended in anything but disappointment and 
misfortune. In order to know what it is 
Sighting for, a nation must know what it 
bas to fight against: that is, it must under- 
stand the strength and character of che 
power which stands in tlie way of its pur- 
pose, and then it will waste none of its en- 
’ @xgies in defen@ing what is not in danger, 
. Or in attacking what is not in hostility. 
Without this knowledge, numbers are pow- 
erless, and material resources are collected 
Only to be wasted. If our grandfathers had 
not thus known what they were fighting 
for, they would have been subdued ina 
single campaign. As it was, eight years of 
exhausting war increased and developed 
their power of resistance, and confirmed 
the belief that Britain was not able to con- 
quer them. Their purpose was to establish 
an independent government, with ghe sov- 
ereign power vested in the people. The 
authority of the British government stood 
in the way of their purpose; therefore, 
they directed sll their blows at the au- 
Mhority of the British government—know- 
ing that as s00n as they should overthrow 
it, their purpoee would be accomplished 
and their independence achieved. They 
fought indirectly for their rights, by fighting 
directly against the power hostile to their 
rights. And by no other method could 
they have succeeded. j 
There are many points of resemblance 
between this war and the first Revolution. 
We are fighting now for the preservation of 
of our system of government, and for the 
restoration of its authority over the revolted | 
States. But all our efforts will be aimless, | 
and all our victories fruitiess, unless we 
strike directly at the power which menaces 
our system of government, and keeps those 
Btates in revolt. _ It is not possible to fight 
Jor principle, without fighting against 
that which threatens its existence. The | 
danger must be removed before peace and 
confidence can be restored. What power 
threatens the existence of the Republic? 
_Blavefy. Then if we would fight for the 
Republic, we must fight qgainst slavery. 
Destroy that which imperils our country, 
and the country will be safe. 
- The existence of warfare presupposes 
two hostile powers, each striving to repulse 
or overthrow the other. It presupposes a 
direct and open conflict between them for 
the establishment, indirectly, of a disputed 
guthority or controverted opinion. But 
each side acts on the supposition that its 
‘cherished principle or system will take 
care of itself until the contest is decided, 
and that in the meantime every effort must. 
be used to overthrow the hostile power. 
Such is war, and such it will continue to 
+ be, in spite of the theories of trimmers and 
‘peacemen. Itis in vain to contend against 
established facts ; and no fact is better es- 
tablished than that the only way to suc- 
cessfully defend an imperiled system, is to 
Vigorously attack fits foe, whether foreign 
or domestic. Have we thus conducted the 
present war? Havé we aimed our blows 
directly at the arch-enemyof the Republic? 
On the contrary, we have violated the rules

Military force will 
not reform them, unless it be constantly 
present. We cannot restore their 
political power, without also reinvesting 
them with the power to do harm. We 
dare not again trust them with power to 
de harm till their altered temper and new 
aspirations give full assurance that they 
will not misuse it. Therefore, if we do not 


-held slavery responsible for the war, we 


shall be obliged not only to put down the 
rebellion, but to put down the people of 
the rebel States, and place our feet on their 
necksand keep them down. 

In the name of common humanity, let 
us aim our blows directly’ at the enemy of 
our peace. Let us destroy slavery, and 
thus spare the people of the South. This 
is the only way-in which they can be 
saved. Justice calls upon us to destroy it, 
Only short-sighted wickedness and narrow 
minded -par p call upon us to 
preserve the curse.

A PLEA FOR ORDER. 
The riots which have recently occurred 
in divers places between the Irish laboriag 
population and the negrocs,seem to us to call 


in behalf of the peace of our cides, In 
this matter they are or may be omnipotent ; 
and as there is no where, so far as we are 
informed, any pretense that the negroes 
have been guilty of any offense greater 
than that of having a colored skin, surely 
the restraining power of the ptiesthood 
should be exercised to secure them immu- 
nity from the outrages to which they have 
latterly been subjected. We set the ques- 
tion of race and célor aside, and submit 
that if. the negroes were dogs they are en- 
titled to the protection which the common 
sense of mankind has decided is due them. 
We appeal to the Bishop and his.subor- 
dinates, assuring them that isnot far 
from the iniquitous principle thata man 
may be maltreated because of his color, to 
the other, hut not more iniquitous priaci 
that a difference in race or religion is an 
excuse for violent persecution. The hi_h- 
est authority of the Catholic worl! bas 
decided that negroes are men; and more 
than once the thunders of the Church have 
been beard over the heads of those who 
defy her teachings on that point. That 
Chicago may not be disgraced by the scenes 
which have been elsewhere enacted, we 
ask, is it not high time that the iadications 
of ecclesiastical displeasure were heard 
here? The law and its upholders are 
powerless} to prevent disturbance, though 
they may and will punish those who pro- 
voke it. Why then should we not invoke 
that power to which the riotous. element 
yields implicit obedience? We plead not 
tor the rights of black men only, but for 
the public peace now needlessly endan- 
pered by the lawlessness which bad men 
threaten. We hope for the honor and in- 
tertst of all concerned that we do not plead 
in vain.

I am 
told on good authority that it is 200 feet deep 
for more than a mile above and below the 
steamboat landing at that piace. I have also 
been informed that soundings were made by 
the flag ship Hartiord during her passage on 
Lue “oun, with over 100 feet of line, without 
finding bottom, and where the Hartford is 
pow ancbored, which is above the deepest por- 
tion of the bend and where the river is much 
wider and conseyuently more «hallowier, I 
saw the lead cast myself in thirteen fathoms of 
water. Now even witha free strong current 
ruodivg through tbe canal, it certaioly must 
take several moutbe for the river to cut itself 
a new channel 200 or 300 feet deep, and for the 
sediment in the meantime to fl up the deep 
cbeprel in front of Vicksburg snd “leave 
it out in the cold.'’ River steamboat men, of 
whom there are a number here, object to the 
canal on still anotherecore. They say thatall 
the wonderful cut off that have been made ia 
course of the river, have begun at a point 
where the main current of the river has ia- 
pigued againet the shore of some bend, 
at the upper end of this canal is 
unfortunately located in an eddy, the 
current e@triking the shore nearly a half 
a wile below. As fer the number of contra- 
bands at work on the canal, there are oot eev- 
thoveand, as I sce stated in some prints, 
though the pumber has been increased lately, 
and our soldiers, | am glad to see, have been 
relieved from digying, and to overseeing the 
work. Thies is as it should be, only that the 
pumber of contrabands should be increased, 


and made te do something when they are at | 


work. Their present number does not exceed 
100, but can easily be doubled or trebled. 


As far as matters in the ficets are concerned, | 


I hear of no movement whatever, except tac 
movement of Porter's mortar fleet, which re- 
port says is to go down stream to-day and out 
of the river, as I mentioned in mg last.
